Many  af  onr  Urge  churches  are  seeiag 
the  need  af  the  esUbUahmcnt  af  new 
churchea  ta  vartans  resIdentUl  aectiaais. 
Many  of  onr  chnrches  are  seeing  the 
possibilittas  af  hraacfa  Sonday  Schools 
in  new  or  ae^ectad  areas  ia  onr  cities 
and  towns. 

Dr.  L.  O.  Dawson.  9ho  was  the  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Tuscatao- 
sa,  AUbama,  for  thirty-two  years  and 
Bible  professor  at  Hsurard  Cofiege  in 
Alabama  the  last  ten  years  of  hU  hfe, 
demonstrated  ta  a  very  fine  way  what 
many  pastors  could  do.  He  was  the  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  that 
fine  city  urhere  the  University  of  AU¬ 
bama  Is  located.  During  the  thirty -two 
years  of  his  ministry,  he  was  coowtantly 
looking  far  opportunities  to  ctaabtish 
new  chnrches.  When  be  cood  find  such  a 
territory,  he  would  suggest  to  members 
of  his  church  who  lived  in  that  territory 
that  they  become  the  nucleus  of  a  new 
ehurdi.  He  led  his  church  to  aid  finan¬ 
cially  In  the  starting  of  a  new  work. 
Now,  in  the  City  of  Tutcaloosa,  Ala¬ 
bama,  there  are  a  Urge  number  of  Bap¬ 
tist  Charches  that  have  eome  from  the 
"Mother  Churto"  M  which  Dr.  Dawson 
was  pastor. 

This  is  a  aaagnificent  apirtt.  We  pray 
that  it  shall  be  the  spirit  of  aaany  sf  our 
large  chnrches  and  their  paatora.  An 
interesting  aide  light  to  a  study  of  this 
kind  is  that  the  pnrent  church  U  never 
hurt  It  is  always  strengthened  and  it 
conttanes  to  grew  ta  the  type  of  apiriteil 
growth  that  ta  aaoat  and  neccs- 

aary.

Recife  Simultaneous 
Revival  Makes 
Impact 

Recife  is  a  city  of  more  than  a  half 
million  people  in  Braxil  with  only  5,000 
or  6,000  Baptists.  Thirty-eight  churches 
joined  in  its  Simultaneous  Crusade  on 
September  3-10.  The  churches  bad  made 
thorough  preparatioo  many  weeks  in 
advance. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday  ser¬ 
vices,  there  were  twelve  open-sir  meet¬ 
ings  that  afternoon,  with  three  or  four 
churches  cooperating  in  each  Every 
afternoon,  in  the  down-town  area,  a  con¬ 
verted  priest,  who  has  been  a  Baptist 
pastor  for  nearly  20  years,  preached  to 
a  crowd  of  12  to  2,000  people.  On  lliurs- 
day,  Brazilian  Independence  Day,  more 
than  10,000  attended  a  mass  rally  in 
one  of  the  centrally  located  city  parks, 
the  largest  evangelical  mass  rally  ever 
held  in  Brazil,  accofoing  to  some  of 
tbe  older  pastors. 

'  The  newspaper  and  radio  advertis- 
ments  greatly  contributed  to  the  ef¬ 
fectiveness  at  the  campaign  and  tbe 
impression  it  made  on  tbe  peofrie  at 
Recife. 

The  immediate  results  indicated  more 
than  500  public  decisions  to  accept 
Christ  as  Saviour  —  in  a  one-week  re¬ 
vival  campaign  by  not  more  than  5,000 
Baptists.  25,000  people  beard  the  Gospel 
preached  in  services  conducted  in  plazas 
and  tbe  down-town  area.  More  than 
150,000  invitations,  tracts,  and  Gospels 
were  distributed.  Our  pastors  and 
churches  felt  a  united  spirit  seldom  ex¬ 
perienced  previously,  which  was  reflect¬ 
ed  in  the  recent  state  convention.  Tb« 
churches  continue  to  experience  revival 
fires  and  conversions.  Enthusiasm  for 
next  year’s  campaign  is-  high.

AllhouKh  the  Ruptist  Record  has 
carried  rather  full  accounts  of  the 
recent  niectinn  of  the  Southern 
R  a  p  t  i  s  t  Convention  Executive 
Committee  in  Nashville,  we  fear 
some  of  our  readers  may  have 
missed  some  of  the  main  points. 
For  that  reason  we  i;ive  below 
some  hifihlights  of  this  all-impor¬ 
tant  meeting. 

In  the  first  place,  we  would  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  is  made  u^  of, 
a  great  group  of  consecrated 
Christians.  They  represent  all 
states  and  sections  of  our  Conven¬ 
tion.  And  they  give  much  time  to 
this  work.  Those  coming  from  the 
outer  edges  of  the  Convention 
must  s|)end  at  least  a  week  in  all, 
and  believe  me,  attending  one  of 
these  meetings  is  no  picnic.  Var¬ 
ious  committees  are  meeting  all 
during  the  day  and  many  of  them 
part  of  the  night. 

Our  Convention  having  grown 
so  large,  it  is  neces.sary  that  much 
of  the  detailed  work  and  planning 
be  done  by  this  committee. 

One  duty  of  the  committee  is  to 
outline  the  financial  program  of 
the  Convention.  While  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  to  give  every  object  as  much 
money  as  they  need  or  wish,  it 
seems  that  they  did  a  good  job.  In 
fact,  we  think  that  if  any  one  ob¬ 
ject  got  all  of  the  Convention 
fund.s,  it  would  still  find  neetl  for 
more. 

We  were  also  impres.sed  with 
the  fact  that  the  finances  of  all 
institutions  and  organizations  are 
in  good  shape.  This  is  in  contrast 
to  a  few,  years  ago  when  every- 
bo<ly  who  was  in  debt  seeme<l  not 
,lo  know  which  way  to  turn. 
t  Tlierc  was  a  lively  discussion 
feoncerning  the  Negro  seminary  in 
Nashville.  The  committee  charged 


with  investigating  the  seminary 
did  a  good  job  and  brought  out 
many  facts  that  had  not  yet  been 
well-known.  It  seems  to  be  the  con¬ 
sensus  of  opinion  that  the  Semi¬ 
nary  needs  to  be  supported  in  a 
.better  way  and  in  a  way  tliat  will 
enable  it  to  become  an  accredited 
institution.  It  also  seemed  to  be 
the  feeling  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  that  plans  be  made  for  bel¬ 
ter  support  and  thus  make  a  more 
efficient  up-to-date  institution  for 
the  training  of  the  Negro  preach¬ 
ers.  ' 

Dr.  John  L,  Hill,  who  is  promot¬ 
ing  the  (ilorietta  Assembly,  was 
optimistic  and  brought  good  news 
concerning  progress  there. 

The  Sunday  School  Hoard  also 
met  during  this  same  week  and 
made  plans  for  greater  work  by 
that  outstanding  agency  of  the 
Convention.  The  Hoard  also  voted 
increases  in  salary  to  take  care  of 
the  rising  cost  of  living. 

The  Promotion  Committee  met 
during  the  week,  arttf  those  who 
were  fortunate  enough  to  attend 
the  meetings  of  this  committee 
were  well  repaid  for  their  time. 

'File  outstanding  subject  of  all 
meetings  was  the  Simultaneous 
Crusade,  sclieduled  for  March  2.5- 
April  6.  There  was  not  a  pessimis¬ 
tic  note  sounded. 

All  Southern  Raptist  editors 
were  invited  to  this  meeting,  as 
they  are  invited  to  all  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee.  We 
were  there  and  feel  well-repaid  for 
the  time  it  took. '

Outstanding 
Raptist  leaders  of  the  state  and  of 
the  South  are  to  have  parts  on  the 
program.  Therefore  the  confer¬ 
ence  should  be  an  inspinition  of 
great  |X)wer,  and  influence  to  ev¬ 
eryone  in  atlendaiK'e.  Let  us  re¬ 
member  that  without  evangelism, 
we  dry  up  and  die.  All  other  things 
fade  into  insignificance,  compared 
with  evangelism. 

If  evangelism  is  so  imptirtant, 
how  necessary  it  is  for  pur  leaders 
to  prepare  themselves  for  tlie  Iioly 
task  of  evangelism.  No  belter  pre- 
|>aration  for  these  sacred  days  can 
be  had  than  to  attend  this  great 
feast  of  spiritual  inspiration. 

Attendance  upon  this  meeting 
should  set  hearts  afire  with  fire 
from  (tod’s  altar,  .should  cause  us 
to  feel  that  men  are  lost,  really 
lost,  and  that  their  only  hope  is 
salvation  through  Jesus  Christ. 

An  outstanding  program  has 
been  pre|>ared.  It  is  planned  to 
supply,  from  the  human  stand¬ 
point,  that  fire  and  that  feeling  so 
that  1D51  may  be  a  banner  year 
for  the  winning  of  lost  souls.

When  a.sked  if  they  notifietl  the 
doctor  the  reply  was,  “Yes”;  if 
they  notified  their  relatives,  the 
answer  was  “Yes”;  if  ‘they  sent 
word  to  friends  and  neighbors  the 
answer  is  “Yes”;  if  they  notifietl 
the  iiastor,  the  answer  is  “No”  for 
they  just  expected  somehow  or 
other  that  the  pastor  would  find 
it  out. 

Tlie  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
church  members  should  be  taught 
that  unless  the  family  notifies  the 
pastor  when  there  i^  sickness,  the 
Iiastor  should  assume  that  they  do 
not  desire  a  call. 

The  pastor  is  a  busy  man  and 
so  far  as  we  know'  is  not  a  mind 
reader. 

Most  pastors  want  to  visit  their 
sick,  but  many  times  they  know 
nothing  about  it  until  the  psitient 
is  well  on  the  way  to  recovery. 
Visiting  the  sick  is  one  of  the  fin¬ 
est  ways  that  the  pastor  can  ren¬ 
der  service.  Help  him  to  do  so  by 
letting  him  know  when  he  is  need¬ 
ed.

said  they  were  kept  from  making  their 
decision  because  no  one  gave  them 
any  guidance  or  told  them  about  the 
work  of  the  ministry. 

The  report  of  this  study  is  published 
in  a  30-page  bulletin  and  is  being  dis¬ 
tributed  on  a  non-profit  basis  for  15 
cents  by  the  Rural  Church  Department, 
Drew  Seminary,  Madison,  New  Jersey. 

Many  rural  enthusiasts  have  told  about 
the  large  number  of  ministers  produced 
by  the  rural  church.  This  may  have  been 
true  in  the  past,  and  in  some  rural 
churches  now,  but  only  33  per  cent  of 
these  1,978  ministerial  students  came 
from  rural  churches,  which  is  less  than 
the  rural  population  needs  (43.5  per 
ministerial  student  out  of  three  cent).

In  these  days  of  national  emergency, 
young  people  are  tors  between  desires 
to  serve  their  country  and  to  ctmtinue 
their  f^ege  education.  Both  are  ararthy 
objectives. 

It  seems,  however,  that  a  general  rule 
might  apply:  Until  the  Government  calls 
a  young  man  mto  active  military  ser¬ 
vice,  he  can  best  serve  himself  and  the 
nation  by  pursuing  bis  college  education. 

No  one  debates  the  point  that  a  college 
education  saakes  for  better  citizenship 
in  peace  and  war.  The  Government  en¬ 
courages  college  attendance  by  granting 
draft  deferments  and  other  considera¬ 
tions  to  the  indttstrious  student.  The 
educated  man  nurtures  democracy  in 
times  of  peace,  and  his  coUege  training 
is  vital  to  the  Government  in  times  of 
war.  Officers  in  the  sraned  farces  and 
’scientistB  behind  the  hnes  are  predomi¬ 
nantly  college-trained  men. 

Pastors  and  parents  wfll  not  err  in 
pointing  their  young  people  toward  im¬ 
mediate  enrolment  in  a  Christian  col¬ 
lege.  Urge  an  now  in  coUege  to  stick  by 
their  books  until  they  a^  called  into 
service.  Life  in  a  Christian  coUege  will 
build  for  these  xpuag  people  a  moral 
strength,  ss  well  as  scientific  knowledge, 
to  cope  with  the  temptations  and  oppor- 
tnnities  facing  them  in  possible  later 
military  service^ 

Most  of  onr  Baptist  colleges  are  sd- 
jnsting  their  curriculom  to  be  of  maxi¬ 
mum  service  to  both  the  hidividBal  stn- 
dent  and  the  natioo  in  these  days  of 
emergency.  It  is  Incumbent  upon  all  of 
ns  to  make  every  contribution  possible 
in  the  preservation  of  the  Chriatiaa  tradi¬ 
tions  and  the  freedoms  for  which  our 
natioo  stands.

As  we  enter  upon  1951  in  the  United 
Statea,  overwhelmed  with  problems

no  penitentiary.  Thirteen  policemen  in 
entire  province. 

Per  capita  savings  higher  than  any 
^ther  province  in  Canada;  more  miies 
of  railway;  more  post  offices;  more  tele¬ 
graph  lines;  more  motor  cars,  with  an-

Catholics  Plan 
Rural  Program

“It  is  not  an  ignoble  and  impossible 
plan  to  push  other  people  off  the  land 
to  purchase  it  for  Catholics.”  Thus 
writes  Monsignor  Ligutti  on  page  13  in 
a  recent  publication,  A  Survey  of  Cath¬ 
olic  Weakness  (The  National  Catholic 
Rural  Life  Conference.  3801  Grand  Ave., 
Oes  Moines,  Iowa,  $1.00). 

The  survey  reminds  us  that  urban 
centers  are  not  reproducing  themselves. 
Only  in  the  rural  areas  are  larger  fam¬ 
ilies  accounting  for  our  population  in¬ 
crease.  Cities  are  growing  only  as  peo¬ 
ple  migrate  to  them. 

Ligutti  points  out  that  it  is  to  rural 
areas  that  Catholics  must  look  for 
strength  in  the  future. 

He  concludes,  “Our  special  endeavor 
should  be  to  work  among  rural  un¬ 
churched  Americans.” 

What  do  we  as  Baptists  intend  to  do 
with  our  rural  church  opportunities?  As 
a  denomination  we  are  pr^ominantly 
rural  with  53.1  percent  of  our  churches 
in  the  open  country,  18  percent  in  vil¬ 
lages  (1  -  500  population)  and  12.7  per¬ 
cent  in  towns  (501  •  2500  population). 
Thus  83.8  percent  of  our^Southem  Bap¬ 
tist  'churches  are  classed  as  rural 
churches;  only  16.2  percent  are  classed 
as  urban  or  city  churches. 

Shall  we  as  Baptists  stand  by  while 
Catholics  “push  us  and  others  off  the 
land”  to  purchase  it  for  themselves. 
Are  we  going  to  stand  idly  by  while  they 
build  churches  and  schools  in  rural 
areas  supporting  them  with  money  from 
their  urban  strongholds  until  they  be¬ 
come  self  supporting? 

Is  it  not  time  now  for  tu  as  Baptists 
to  turn  to  our  great  stronghold,  the 
rural  areas  of  the  south,  study  our 
needs,  train  our  leadership,  build  our 
churches  and  without  “pushing  anyone 
off  the  land”  win  the  countryside  for 
Christ?  ‘Hie  time  is  now— it’s  later  than
